The airborne landings will be followed Tuesday, August 
28, with "further landings from warships and transports in 
the Yokosuka area," the ministry said. Yokosuka is one of 
Japan’s great naval bases. It is located at the mouth of 
Tokyo bay.

S tir tilts paste into one gal 
Ion of w ater and mix It thoroughly 
T he m ixing .should be done in open 
air, outside of buildings. 
"Pour this m ixture into the well 
or spring and allow it to rem ain for 
36 hours. T h en pum p off a generous 
am o u n t of w ater each day. W hen 
the odor of chlorine has disappeared 
the w ater is safe to ase, if all causes

THE VALOR OF THE SOUL 
In Herman Melville's “Moby Dick" 
are to be round many inspiring 
thoughts, even though the entire 
book Is one of the sea and of 
whale fishing. 
At times, as you 
read this narrative, you come to 
feel that perhaps Melville did most 
of his writing th a t he m ight the 
better reveal to the world his own 
Ideas and remarkable character. 
He speaks of Starbuck, first m ate 
of the Pequod, depicting his ch ar­ 
acter. At one time Starbuck said: “I 
will have no m an in my boat who 
Is not afraid of a whale.” Here was 
a man, said Melville, who handled 
courage as but “a thing simply use­ 
ful to him." And then the writer 
takes up the Idea of valor in the 
soul, "th at imm aculate manliness 
we 
feel within ourselves, so far 
within as, that it rem ains intact 
though all the outer character seem 
gone; bleeds with keenest anguish 
a t the 
undraped spectacle 
of a 
valor-ruined m an.” 
I wish I had space to quote all 
of this noble sentim ent as I con­ 
sider it one of the finest pass­ 
ages, from the standpoint of literary 
expression and spiritual apprecia­ 
tion, th a t I have ever read. I will 
quote but one other sentence The 
author continued: “But this august 
dignity I treat of, is not the dignity 
of kings and robes, but that abound­ 
ing dignity which has no robed in ­ 
vestiture. Thou shalt see it shining 
in the am i th a t wields a pick or 
drives a spike; 
that 
democratic 
dignity which, on all hands, radi­ 
ates without end from God; Him­ 
self! The great God absolute! Tile

democracy!” 
There you have it—the democracy 
of the heart which was recognized 
so quickly by Jesus in his few years 
of ministry. Valor of the soul Is 
clothed 
in 
an 
eternal 
dignity. 
Nothing nobler in all this world. 
Yet there are those who have it 
even in the midst of this m aterial­ 
istic world of ours: Michael F air­ 
less^ old organ grinder, changed 
from a cursing m an through the 
kiss of a little child, is an ex­ 
ample of such valor as when dying 
in agony, "he saw the face of a 
little child and looked on God."
